It 
may easily" ftacome toe late t& feocuro 
peace. That action was a declaration 
nf war. This resolution is a gooil- 
falthed effort to preserve peace." 


Senator Williams then took the floor 


In support of the committee's resolu- 
tion.

President Wilson Is opposed to mak- 
ing the resolution too broad for fear 
that It might bo construed as a decla- 
ration of war.
